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LIGHT NEEDED IN THE DARKNESS 


Maciej Giertych 


In the U.K.,in the homeland of Charles Darwin, 
a group has organised itself to produce a newsletter on 
Creation Science for Catholics called "Daylight". 
Daylight indeed is exactly what we need in the field of 
evolution research. We have been hopelessly in the dark 
for so long and for no good reason. Fiat lux , let 

there be light, in the whole creation-evolution 
controversy! We need it badly. 

Let me start by quoting a passage from Charles 
Darwin's "The Descent of Man" (p.258): 

,..[B]reaks depend merely on the number of 
related forms which have become extinct. At 
some future period, not very distant as 
measured by centuries, the civilised races of 
man will almost certainly exterminate, and 
replace, the savage races throughout the world. 
At the same time, the anthropomorphous apes, as 
Prof. Schaa f fhausen has remarked 

(Anthropological Review, April 1867, p.236), 

will no doubt be exterminated. The break 
between man and his nearest allies will then be 
wider, for it will intervene between man in a 
more civilised state, as we may hope, even than 
the Caucasian, and some low ape as a baboon, 
instead of as now between the Negro or 
Australian and the gorilla. 

Regardless of the biological nonsense this 
passage contains it is evident that Darwin was a racist. 
He considered the Caucasians as evolutionarily more 
advanced than the Negroes or Aboriginals. No wonder all 
textbook drawings illustrating the evolution of man show 
creatures increasingly less hairy and less black. 
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These are supposed to be reconstructions from bone 
fragments. Yet bone fragments tell us nothing about 
hairiness or skin colour. However it is such false 
impressions that public education leaves in the minds of 
children. Those who finish biological education in the 
high school, and this includes almost all trained in the 
humanities, are left with the impression that humans are 
to be valued differentially according to the position 
they are presumed to hold on the evolutionary ladder. 

Another similar hoax in this field pertains to the 
size of the cranium, smaller in apes than in humans. 
This indeed can be deduced from seme bone fragments. It 
is assumed that evolution involved growth of the cranium 
from pre-humans to humans. Hominids are arranged in a 
sequence with increasing craniums. This postulated 
cranial growth is assumed to be a consequence of natural 
selection. After all, we are Homo sapiens, the thinking 
man, thus we must have a tool for that exceptional 
capacity. Yet everyone knows that size of the cranium 
is hardly a feature of adaptive value. It is not used 
in selecting a mate, nor is it correlated to features 
that are. Certainly it is not correlated with 
intelligence or memorising capacity. Expressions such as 
"egg-head" or "big-head" are derived from evolutionary 
thinking, but tell us nothing about the size or shape of 
a person's skull. 

We can easily suggest other sequences just as 
ridiculous, say from man to pig, to tapir, to ant- 
eater, to elephant - demonstrating the evolution of the 
trunk- or conversely, demonstrating the vestigial nature 
of the nose. If this sounds ludicrous it is because we 
know that in all other features the sequence is absurd. 

The whole problem with arranging evolutionary 
series, whether among hominids or in other groups, is 
that a good sequence in one feature fails to agree in 
almost all others. Hairiness is not correlated with skin 
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colour. Neither hairiness nor skin colour is correlated 
with cranium size. None of the three is correlated with 
the thinking capacity or with the level of civilisation, 
nor do they have any relation to the definition of 
humanity. 

Why then is there so much insistence on the 
evolutionary nature of man ? Is it not connected with 
the efforts to breed man ? With the philosophy of 
eugenics ? After all, Major Leonard Darwin, the son of 
Charles, was President of the Eugenics Society in the 
early twenties, Honorary President of the International 
Federation of Eugenic Organisations since 1927, and in 
1939 he lauded German pioneers in eugenics for their 
"influence in changing German thought in the right 
direction." ("The Eugenics Review", vol.31-32: pp.33- 

34.) In the next generation, Sir Charles G.Darwin, 
grandson of Charles, was on the advisory board of The 
Mankind Quarterly", the international quarterly launched 
in July 1960 to deal with race and inheritance. 

It was not only in Hitler's Germany that inhuman 
racial policies were derived from pseudoscience in human 
genetics and evolution. Eugenics is as much a problem 
today. The prenatal identification of hereditary 
diseases followed by abortions, the sperm-banks of Nobel 
Prizewinners, the test-tube babies selected for quality 
prior to implantation, the research on in vitro 
hybridisation of man with apes, the pressure for 
euthanasia - all of these aim at genetically improving 
mankind, at promoting our evolution. All of these see 
man in a false biological context assuming nonexistent 
correlations between somatic and spiritual values. All 
of these ignore the Creator and His Will. 

Man is not an animal. The history of Science has 
taught, us that ail humbug is eventually debunked. 

Cytogenetics has taught us that biologically we are 

human beings from the first moment of conception. 
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Population genetics has taught us that races, form as a 
consequence of isolation and disappear following 
recombination. Anthropology has taught us that both 
evolution and devolution of human civilisations are 
possible depending on spiritual advance or decline. 
Civilisations, by providing motive for isolation, 
create races and not vice-versa. Sociology has taught us 
that care for the weak benefits not only the cared- 
for, but also those who care, while aggression against 
the weak eventually destroys also the aggressor. True 
science always discovers the Creator and His Design.

The distinguished writer is Professor of Genetics 
at the Institute of Dendrology of the Polish Academy of 
Sciences. Graduating with Honours in Botany, Chemistry 
and Geology at Oxford University, he went on to gain an 
M.A. in forestry, Ph.D in plant physiology, and D.Sc in 
genetics. 

Previously an evolutionist, Prof.Giertych began to 
realise in later years that: 

"The evidence for evolution shifted from 
paleontology and embryology to population 
genetics — Without my noticing it, my special field 
became the supplier of the most pertinent evidence 
supporting the theory — Until then I was not aware how 
shaky the evidence for evolution was, how much of what 
was "evidence" had to be discarded, how little new 
evidence was accumulated over the years and how very 
much ideas dominate facts. These ideas have become 
dogma, yet they have no footing in natural sciences. 
They stem from materialistic philosophies.. .A whole age 
of scientific endeavour was wasted searching for a 
phantom—It is time those working in the humanities 
were told the truth."
